Columbus, April 
8.—Although 
the 


state reorganization bill does not be- 
come operative until July 1, Governor 
Davis announced today he would begin 
at once the selection of eight depart- 
ment heads or cabinet members pro- 
vided for in the bill. 


The administrative code authorizing 


the reorganization of state departments 
•which passed the senate yesterday by 
a vote of 34 to 3, was made an emer- 
gency measure which will prevent its 
being submitted to a referendum unless 
the supreme 
court 
should hold the 


emergency clause unconstitutional. The 
emergency clause was adopted by a vote 
of 33 to 4, Senator J. F. Burke. Lorain 
county. George H.' Bender, Cuyahoga 
and Ettdley, Richland county, Republi- 
cans and Senator James Reynolds, Dem- 
ocrat, of 
Cuyahoga 
county 
votitng 


against the emergency. All but Endley 
voted against the bill. 
It is 
expected 
that suit 
will be 


brought in the supreme court to test 
the right of the legislature to make the 
bill an emergency. 
This action, how- 


ever will not likely be started until the 
bill has been placed on final passage and 
is signed by the governor. 
The bill 


goes back to the house for concurrence 
in senate amendments and cannot be 
taken up until the house resumes on 
April 18. 
The senate also recessed last night 


after passing the reorganization bill, 
until April IS. 
In the meantime tin- 
senate 
finance committee and other 


committees will continue to work on 
pending bills. 
Governir Davis announced today he 


expected to select men for cabinet posi- 
tions under the reorganization bill in 
the next few weeks that they may have 
opportunity to 
familiarize themselves 
with their work by the time the bill 
becomes effective July 1. 
The following positions arc created 


under the bill: 
Director of finance, to have control 


iver the financial transactions of all de- 
partments, offices and institutions ex- 
cept judicial and legislative departments. 


Director of commerce, who will have 


control over the department of building 
and loan inspection state fire marshal, 
state insurance department, department 
of securities, inspection of oils, and the 
administrative duties of the public util- 
ities commission. 
The department of 
banks is placed in this department, but 
with a separate head. 
Director 
of highways and 
public, 


works, to have control over state high- 
way department, the 
department of 


public works and all public buildings. 


Director of agriculture, to take con- 


t7-ol over all matters now handled by 
the department of agriculture and in 
addition to have control of all state 
farm's now under control of the board of 
administration. 


Director of health, to succeed the 
present commissioner of health and to 
perform all duties now conferred upon 
the state commissioner of health. 
Director of 
industrial 
relations, to 


succeed , to all administrative 
duties 


now performed by th_e state industrial 
commission, the commission merely be- 
ing: retained 
for quasi-judicial duties 


and passing on claims of compensation. 


Director of education, succeeding to 


the duties of the state superintendent 
of public institutions, the state board 
of motion picture censors and"1 the state 
library board. 
Director of public welfare, succeeding 


the present state board of administra- 
tion, the board of state charities and 
the state blind commission. 
Each of the department heads will 


receive a salary of $6.500 a year and 
will be appointed for terms co-extensive 
with the governor and, removable at the 
pleasure of the governor. 
By concentrating administrative au- 
thority in the hands of the governor, 
friends of the reorganization bill ar- 
gued that it would result in greater 
efficiency arid economy" Senator W. 
W. Bellew of Cincinnati, who cham- 
pioned the bill in the senate said the 
Republcan party had pledged the people 
efficiency and economy in government. 


Govenor Davis, in a statement, con- 
gratulated the senate and the house for 
"keeping the party pledge." 


Opponents of the bill charged that 


the placing of so much power in the 
3iands of the governor would result in 
political control of departments that 
should fce free from politics. 
The strongest protest made in the 
senate was against the passage of the 
bill as an emergency, denying the peo- 
ple the right to a referendum on it. 
Senator Burke, Republican of Lorain 
who led the opposition, predicted the 
supreme court would knock out the 
emergency and that it would still be 
submitted to a referendum.. 
' 
. Senator Reynolds declared passage of 
the bill would mean that 
Governor 


Davis, would have to run for a second 
term to defend the reorganization plan 
and that Democrats would nominate a 
candidate who would stand for the pol- 
icies enunciated a few years ago by 
Covernor Harmon. 
He said the issue 


of the next'gubernatorial campaign was 
madejfvnen this bill was passed. 


Manyi important bills were left pend- 
ing on the Calendar, when the senate 
recessed last night until April 18. In- 
cluded among them are the Taft and 
Griswold taxation bills, the Schrimper 
minimum wage bill, the McCoy motion 
pictture ^ills and many, school bills. 


A substitute for the McCoy motion 


picture bill was introduced last night 
by Senator Dewease of Miami county. 
.It amends the present censor law slight- 
ly and also permits motion

Than Men Take 
Under

"Consumers already are feeling the 


benefit of price reductions in building 
operations," declarer! a committee of 
electrical contractors this morning, re- 
plying to the, assertion of some crafts- 
men made yesterday in connection with 
the proposed request to have working- 
men accept a 12 1-2 per cent cut in 
wages. 
Craftsmen asserted that the 


employing contractors, 
were 
asking 


the workers to stand all the' loss such 
a reduction would cause. The electri- 
cal men declare that the wage reduc- 
tion automatically would"pass on io the 
man who is building his home. 


"Material prices already have dropped 


about 25 percent and the consumer is 
now receiving the benefit of this reduc- 
tion," the 
electrical bosses 
declare. 


"The wage reduction we are asking our 
men to take would be passed on to 
the consumer in the same way. 


"In fact the electrical contrators are 
already planniAg to make a bigger re- 
duction than the men are asked to take. 
If the men sign to accept a 12 1-2 per- 
cent reduction we expect to reduce the 
wage cost to the consumer 15' to 20 per- 
cent." 


The situation remains unchanged in 


the four building trades craft in which 
men are ulle1 pending an agreement on 
the 1921 wage scale.

Plantation Owner Intimates 


That Evidence Vfas Fram- 
ed on Him—Denies Any 
Knowledge of Murders. 


Covington, Ga., April 8.—John S. Wil- 


liams, plantation owner on trial for 
the murder of one of 11 negroe farm- 
ertj alleged to have been killed through 
fear of exposure of peonage conditionn 
on his plantation, took the stand in hi.s* 
own behalf late yesterday. 


"Like most fanners," he said, "I have 


bonded out negroes and worked them," 
adding that "most Georgia farmers" 
were technically guilty of peonage un- 
der definitions of that term given him 
by federal agents. 


The witness denied knowifiLje of the 


kilHng of Peterson, Proton and Price, 
three of the dead farm han-ls said by 
Clyde Manning, William's negro farm 
boss and star witness for the state, to 
have been bound and thrown" into a 
river with sacks of rocks tied to them 
by William's orders. 


Discovery of the bodies of Peterson 


and Preston in the river led to the pres- 
ent trial. 
Manning testified vstertlay 
that Williams drove the motor car :n 
which 'the men were taken to a bridge 
and helped put them over the rail. Wil- 
liams testified that the last he saw 
of the three negroes was when they 
came to him the night before they dis- 
appeared and said they wanted to visit 
their homes, but would roturn. 
He 


gave them $5 eich, and 
alc-o gave 


Charlie Chisholm, another negro em- 
ploye, and Manning 50 conts each, the 
five negroes going off together. 


"That was the last I over raw of 


those boys," he said, referring- to Peter- 
son. Price and Preston.

to undermine the Ohio National Guards. 


During the past ten years the legis- 


lature has appropriated approximately 
?475.000 annually for the state's mili- 
tary establishment. This year in order 
to conform to the wishes of the legis- 
lature and state treasury tht adjutant 
general agreed to a reduction in the 
guard appropriation of $30.000. Since 
that time rcauctions made by the bud- 
get comims-sion and by the house cut 
the appropriation un additional $130,000. 
As the bill goe* to the senate it carries 
nearly 5160,000 less than during recent 
years it is more than 5100,000 short of 
the amount the adjutant general de- 
clares is necessary for the bare mainte- 
nance of the guard. 


In view of present world conditions 


and the state of the national army as a 
result of curtailments forced upon the 
war department by congress it is ex- 
tremely unwise to reduce the allowance 
in the several states for the mainte- 
nance of their present military organ- 
izations. 
If changes arc to be made 


they should be in the direction of ex- 
pansion rather than curtailment. 


By a coincidence the other agency for 


training a civilian army is likewise in 
danger. 
The army biil that failed in 


the last congress carried an appropria- 
tion of $1.000,000 for voluntary mili- 
tary training. 
That sum would have 


afforded some 10,000 men military edu- 
cation during the summer months, but 
this provision went down when in the 
last days^of congress the army bill was 
lost.

defeat before, 


and among them was Mr. Ashbrook. 
"I am quitting congress without a 


sour stomach," 
said he today. "I am 


grateful to the people of my district. 
I have made an honest effort to repre- 
sent them faithfully, and now I' am 
going to devote myself to my private 
affairs." 


Mr. Ashbrook is a banker, a newspa- 


per publisher and a farmer and there 
will be no occasion for him to rust as 
it is a man's job to look after his in- 
terests. The farm he owns ha* been in 
his family over one hundred years. His 
grandfather and father owned it be- 
fore him. He engages in goneral farm- 
ing and stock raising and tries to apply 
business and scientific principles to his 
farming. 


He talked interestingly today of his 
career in congress and the evolution of 
that body since he became a member. 
He has represented 
the 
Sevententh 


Ohio district in the lower branch for 
fourteen consecutive years. There are 
now fewer than forty members of the 
house who have served longer than 
he. More than 100 members with whom 
he has served during his congressional 
career have passed to the unfathomed 
beyond, and more 
than 
twenty who 


served with him in the house are now 
United States 
senators. 
Ashbrook 


was one of Champ Clark's strongest 
friends and supporters. 
"I think that 


if the Almighty ever created an abso- 
lutely honest man, that man was Champ 
Clark." he said. 


Ashbrook throughout his entire per- 


iod as ;v member of the house Iris speci- 
alized on perr-onal 
service, which so 


strengthened him with his constituents 
as to cause his colleagues to predict 
that he never could be beaten. In jus- 
tice to their gift of prophecy it may be 
stated that it took a cataclysm to knock 
him out. 


Ashbrook long 
ngo became known 


nationally as a promoter 
of pension 


legislation. He was the author of the 
widow's pension bill and much other 
genera! pension legislation, but it was 
in getting special pension bills through 
congress that he shone with brightest 
luster. 
His success in that line of 


endeavor was perfectly amazing and 
regard'ess of whether the Republicans 
or the Democrats were in power he got 
through the same enormous crop of 
special hills. 'During his fourteen years 
in congress 
he 
succeeded in having 


over SOO persons granted pensions by 
special acts and he assisted more than 
4,000 
others 
in 
getting 
pension 


through the pension bureau. He served 
twelve years continuously on the inva- 
lid pension committee, which handles 
special' bills for civil -war soldiers and 
their widows. 


Mr. Ashbrook says the thing that 


impresses him most as he looks back 
on his fourteen years of service is the 
disappearance of partisan rancor. 
"There certainly has been a change 


of atmosphere in the house," he said. 
"When 1 came here fourteen years ago 
as a new member everything was ting- 
ed with partisanship. 
Uncle JOP Can- 


non was speaker and in the height of 
his autocratic power. 
In this connec- 


tion it is not amiss to say that the Re- 
publicans are directly responsible for 
the South being 'in the saddle' in cong- 
resp—a phase that 
we hear bandied 


about a great deal by our Republican 
brethren in campaign time. 


"When I came here the Republican 


leaders, who were in control, would not 
assign any Xoithern Democrat to an 
important 
committee place because 


wus then. 


"Another thing I would like to say 


is that members of congress as n whole 
do not deserve the brickbats that are 
thrown at them by an element of the 
population that is more or less given 
to muck-raking. 
It is an open season 


to jump on congress. My observation 
is that the membership of the house 
as a whole is highclass. I do not be- 
lieve there is a man in congress today 
who h5s been corrupted or who could 
he corrupted. In my long service as a 
member I have not known ot half a 
dozen members who could be 'reached' 
or corrupted. I think the members of 
the house are really responsive to the 
will and wishes of their 
constituents 


and that this is true also to a greater 
extent than ever of the senate since the 
popular election of senators came into 
vogue. 
While many members of the 


house prefer a longer term than two 
years, my judgment is that it is in the 
interest of the people to limit the term 
as it is." 


If Mr. Ashbrook 
had 
the deciding 


voice he would reduce the number of 
members of the house and pay those 
that remained a more adequate salary. 


"I am free to say on retiring, "he re- 


marked, "that while $7,500 a year seems 
a good salary, and in ordinal y walks 
of life it is a good salary, nevertheless 
no member of congress can meet all 
the obligations that come to a member 
and live as he should and save any- 
thing out of his salary. The people ex- 
pect a member to live well, and my be- 
lief is that 
not 10 per 
cent of the 


members have anything left out of 
their salaries at the end of the year. 
I have known many 
instances where

"I think, furthermore, that it would

A smaller body would be less 


unwieldly and would give at least aa 
good service. 
While I voted to retain 


the present membership I would have 
been glad to reduce it to 300 if the op- 
portunity had afforded." 


"Has 
oratory 
deteriorated in con- 
congress?" Mr. Ashbrook was asked. 


"There was a time" he replied "when 


oratory did cut a figure in congress, 
just as the florid oratory of the spell- 
binders cut a figure on the 
stump. 


Nowadays there are not half a dozen 
instances during a session where legis- 
lation is affected by oratory. In these 
modern times legislation is worked out 
first in committees and the house usu- 
ally follows the committees which have 
given careful consideration to all the 
roints 
involved. 
Members are not 


swayed by oratory in the* house any 
more than the people are ', swayed by 
stump speakers. Even now what con- 
gress really neds is more practical busi- 
ness men 
and 
fewer oratorical gen-
